NEGROES DRIVEN FROM HOME AND SHOT 


Bands of Murderous Whitecaps Causing 
Terror in Texas. 

Paris, Tex., Aug. 12.—[Special.|—The 
Whitecappers were not satisfied with caus- 
ing a reign of terror among the negroes of 
Delta County. Their operations were ex- 
tended to this county. 

The negroes were driven from Delta Coun- 
ty almost to a man and were notified 
to leave their homes and crops. The ne- 
groes from this county had commenced 
to flee, when one of their churches was 
burned a few nights ago. 

Negroes residing in the city have received 
notice to leave on peril of their lives. An 
aged negress reached here today and stated that 
her.son, residing near Pacio, in Delta County, 
was called to his door at 4 o’clock Saturday 
morning and shot down by the whitecaps. 

His ten days’ notice had justexpired. He 
did not comply with ite terms, for had he 
done so his crop would have been lost and the 
lives of the members of his family placed in 
jeopardy. His name was William Stephens, 
and he was murdered in the presence of his 
wife, mother, and children, He tried to sell 
out his crop, but could find ao purchaser. 

Indignation is at red heat and more mur- | 
ders by these outlaws are expected. The 
negroes today issued an appeal through the 
press for protection. 

This lawlessness is not countenanced by the 
whites generally and every effort is being 
made to subdue it both by officials and 
citizens. Three arrests have been made to 
date.

Ritter’s Serious Charges. 

Commissioner Ritter, who was active in 
procuring the call for the special meeting of 
the County Board, when asked what plan of 
action he had decided upon, said: 

“We will inquire into the character of all 
the attendants at Dunning and if there are 
any more murderers and ruffians there we 
will weed them out. Gough was known to be 

ruffian before he went to Dunning. He was 
engaged in the County Hospital last year and 
was discharged for drunkenness and brutal- 
ity. Then Ald. Madden sent a letter to War- 
den Heppel, asking him to put Gough back 
to work. Commissioner Martin, Ald. Mad- 
den, and Healy are close to each other. The 
next we hear of Gough he is at the County 
Insane Asylum. 

„Anderson was sent to the County Hospital 
by Healy to be 2 in a place occupied by a 
woman. The Warden sent back word he 
could not put a man in that position, and 
thonf Anderson was sent to Dunning, where he 
replaced a man ‘of seven years’ experi- 
ence,” 

Mr. Ritter said the county institutions 
would never be fit places to send human be- 
ings until they were taken out of politics.

DEPUTY CORONER O'BRIEN DISMISSED 


He Is Held to Be to Blame in the Inquest 
on Pucik. 

Deputy Coroner Dan O’Brien, who held 
the inquest over the remains of Pucik, the 
man murdered at Dunning, has been dis- 
charged from the Coroner’s office. Coroner 
McHale said last night: 

“Yes, it is true O’Brien has been dis- 
charged. There was no request for his resig- 
nation, nor any other formality in the mat- 
ter beyond my telling my chief deputy to 
give O’Brien no more assignments. I have 
not seen O’Brien since the occurrence, and I 
do not consider it at all necessary to see 
hini, though I rather expected he would 
hunt me up today ahd offer some sort of an 
explanation.’’ 

Do you consider he can make any satis- 
factory explanation of his management of 
the inquest?’ was asked. 

No,“ replied the Coroner. I have made 
an investigation of the matter and I am 
satisfied he did not do his duty under the 
circumstances, so I have discharged him, 
and that ends the matter so far as Iam con- 
gerned.“ 

Deputy Quinn last evening denied a report 
to the effect that O’Brien had defied him 
when he told him he would have to see Coro- 
ner McHale before he could go out on any 
more cases. 

Dan came in with a smile on his face,“ 
said Chief Deputy Quinn. He had read 
the newspapers and knew what was com- 
ing. I told him what my instructions were 


from the Coroner, which were in effect that 


he was not to be sent out on business of the 
office again. O’Brien did not say a word, 
ee and walked to the door. Then he 
said: 

I'm going up to see the Coroner.’ 

He said nothing about me not having au- 
thority to discharge him or that heewould 
fix the Coroner and the latter would not dis- 
miss him. Coroner McHale appoints and 
discharges his deputies, and no one else has 
anything to say about the matter except 
himself, so that what is known in politics as 
a pull can have no effect—certainly not in 
such a case as this. Each Deputy Coroner 
gives a bond to the Coroner in the sum of 
15,000, with sureties. I don’t know who 
O' Brien’s sureties were.“ 

O’Brien was found at his home, No. 440 
Dayton street, last evening and asked if it 
was true he had refused to tender his resig- 
nation as requested by Coroner McHale. He 
said he had not seen the Coroner, though he 
had tried to find him yesterday, and conse- 
quently: had neither been asked to resign 
nor refused to tender his resignation. Mr. 
O’Brien was not disposed to discuss his 
action in the Pucik inquest, saying: . 

IJ prefer to lay my case before the Coroner 
before I have anything to say in the news- 
When. the proper time comes I 
think I can make it clear to the Coroner 
and to the public that I did my duty, and 
that is all I care to say in the matter.“.

I found the Speaker a most agreeable gen- 
tleman. lalso met Mr. Balfour, the Conserva- 
tive leader, and found him to be a splendid type 
of the English gentleman. I did not mention 
silver during my conversation with either gentie- 
man. 

When I was leaving the Parliament House Mr. 
Balfour accompanied me out to the gate, where a 
large crowd was collected. When they saw the 
Conservative leader they cheered him most en- 
thusiasticaily. As there was no other business 
outside of the election of the Speaker I was un- 
able to learn much other legislative methods. I 
am satisfied, however, from what I did see that I 
prefer the methods of our Congress. 

After adjournment Mr. Gully had me escorted 
to the floor of the House and introduced to the 
leading members. I afterwards found mysolf in 
an extremely handsome room, which I supposed 
was apart of the lobby of the House, but, Mr. 
Gully said, it was the »-rivate dining-room of his 
official residence. There we were joined by 
Senator Cabot Lodge and Henry White, ex-Sec 
tary of the United States Embassy. We were all 
escorted to the public dining-room of the Speak- 
er, where we were introduced to bis wife. Mrs. 
Gully isa most affable woman. The room was 
crowded with women waiting to personally con- 
gratulate Mr. Gully upon his reélection. 

After leaving the Speaker's residence Mr. White 
took Senator Lodge and myself to the House of 
Commons, where he introduced us to many of 
the leaders. We were next taken to Mr. Balfour’s 
room and were introduced to him. He is a man 
of much personal magnetism and impresses one 
immediately as a striking intellectuality. Al- 
though he did not appear to be so, I knew he was 
hurried, and so did not think it the proper place 
or time to broach the subject of bimetallism. 

As Mr. Gully had not been reélected when I 
first saw him he was not in official dress. I made 
a remark on this subject to him and he said that 
tomorrow he would only be in half-dress and 
wear a half-wig. as his election would then be 
only half approved. Wednesday, however, his 
election will have been fully approved and he 
will wear his full official attire. All this strikes 
us as extremely strange.

JUSTICE HO WELL E. JACKSON’3 FUNERAL 


Many Distinguished Men PresenteFrank 
M. Pixley Dead=—Obituary Notes. 

Nashville, Tenn., Aug. 12.—The funeral of 
Justice Howell Edmunds Jackson occurred 
today at Belle Meade, the famous home of his 
brother, Gen. W. H. Jackson, near this city, 
in the presence of many distinguished men 
from a distance and a very large concourse of 
personal friends.

CARNEGIE COMPANY NOT ENTHUSIASTIC 


It Has Not Taken Up the Alleged Copper- 
Welding Discovery. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 12. — The Carnegie 
Steel company is not enthusiastic over the al- 
leged discovery by three steelworkers of the 
lost art of welding copper to iron or steel. 
George Cromiey, Cornelius Shay, and John 
Ryan have submitted samples of their work 
to the Carnegie company, but they have not 
proven that the welding can be done upon a 
commercial basis so as to make it profitable. 
Chairman Leishman of the Carnegie company 
said the company has not taken up the mat- 
ter and that ne experiments would be made 
at its mills. Asa matter of fact copper-lined 
plate only would be of use on salt water, and 
then it would be available only if manufact- 
ured at a price that would warrant shipbuild- 
ers in using it upon merchant ships. As for 
covering armor plates with copper, Mr. Leish- 
man said such a thing never would be done, 
It only would be of use in preventihg corro- 
sion, and there is so little of the armor plate 
below the water line that the copper would be 
unnecessary. 

Mr. Leishman also denied that the company 
had offered the men a fixed price for their 
discovery,

THE MURDER AT DUNNING. 

Coroner McHale has done no more than his 
duty in discharging his unworthy deputy, 
O’Brien, who shamefully conducted the al- 
leged inquest over the remains of the man 
Pucik, who was murdered at the insane 
asylum at Dunning. The investigations 
made by the Coroner convinced him that 
O’Brien had, intentionally or otherwise, 
given support and assistance to an infa- 
mous schere for shielding the murderers 
by allowing four county employés to sit on 
the jury, these men being chums' of the 
criminals, and by conducting the inquest in 
such a slipshod, incomplete manner as 
terded to allow the murderers to escape 
punishment for their deed, 4 

There is no room to doubt that the jury 
was packed,“ in the sense that a majority 
of its members were friends“ of the men 
who ought to have been found guilty of 
the killing, that the others are mere hang- 
ers-on who could be trusted to agree with 
the majority, and that neither the Super- 
intendent of the asylum, the resident phy- 
sician, nor his assistant was called in as a 
witness. Neither can there be any doubt 
that all this was part of a deliberate plan 
for shielding any and all parties who are 
guilty of murderous treatment of inmates 
of the asylum. The facts furnish an appall- 
ingly suggestive reason why the verdicts 
of Coroners’ juries at that institution are 
in nearly every case noncommittal. 

It is stated that O’Brien is interested in a 
contract for supplying coal to the institu- 
tion at Dunning, also that he was detailed to 
conduct the Pucik inquest without any 
knowledge of this fact on the part of his su- 
perior. So this circumstance may not count 
for much except as it explains the willing- 
ness of O’Brien to fall in with the plans of 
the ring of guilty ones at the institution. 
But the verdict of the jury ought to be set 
aside,-as the inquest was not only a fraud 
in fact but not according to law, which re- 
quires the Coroner to go outside for citizens 
to act as jurymen and to make full investi- } 
sation. which was not done. It is | 
e ly Pp ble that in this instance 

the guilty ones will not escape through col- 

lusion by their chums' in the holding of 

the inquest. The two men,“ Gough and 

Anderson, who are accused of having mal- 

treated and killed Pucik, have been arrested 

and are now in jail without bail on the charge 

| of murder, and it is promised that the grand 

jury which meets next month will make a 

thorough investigation of the horrible erime, 

while it is probable that two of the medical 

men will be called on to explain why they 

failed in their duty of examining the insane 

man. 

It is fervently to be hoped that the result 
of this exposure will be not only the convic- 
tion and punishment of the brutes who 
kicked and pounded Pucik to death, but a 
radical reform in the methods pursued in 
our county institutionsgand proof that Mr. 
MeHale told the truth when he said: The 
Coroner’s office does not exist for the con- 
ceulment of crime.“ In that case the death 
of Pucik, though deplorable in itself, will be 
the means of vastly more good to society 
than ever was accomplished by the deceased 
during the sane portion of his earthly ex- 
istence. But what for the many others 
who it must be supposed have been brutally 
put out of the way by fiendishly disposed 
officials who delight in showing to the un- 
fortunates that we ſare the masters here“? 
They personally will not have even the poor 
vindication after death that comes for 
Pécik. Their murderers will continue to go 
unpunished, except by the weak twinges of 
a conscience that has been “seared as with 
a hot iron” by the practice of numerous un- 
reported barbarities upon poor unfortunates 
whose pitiable condition would excite com- 
miseration in the breast of any but a fiend 
incarnate. Surely it must be admitted that 
“civil service - reform“ comes none too soon 
y toe the purification of the plague spots in 
our midst which have been dignified with 
the supposition that they are being paid for 
by the people to help the most desperately 
afflicted members of the community, Let 
the forthcoming investigation be rigid and 
eihaustive. 


THE BERING SEA BUSINESS. 

It appears altogether probable that the 
Bering Sea question will soon be settled by 
the complete disappearance of the seals. 
‘The sealers of other countries than the Un- 
ted States and Great Britain are at liberty 
to kill them anywhere on the sea three miles 
from land. The English and Canadian sea}- 
ers are killing. them in the face of interna- 
tional agreement, and seeing that all other 
nations are doing as they please it is not sur- 
prising that American sealers are engaged 
in the same unlawful business. Under such 
circumstances as these the extinction of seal | 
life is just as sure to happen as that of the 
buffalo in the past and of deer, salmon, and 
game birds in the near future. The two or 
three revenue cutters in the sea can accom- 
plish little except to catch a sealer here and 
there violating the agreement and probably 
still further to complicate the existing 
muddle. 
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‘So far as Mantel loss is concerned It would 
cut off such revenue as this country derives 


from the seal fisheries, but this might be oH. 


set by developing the other fisheries and 


possibly unknown resources existing in | 


Alaska. Great Britain would be a heavier 
loser than’ the United States, as it would 
break up the profitable business now con- 
ducted in London of preparing sealskins 
for the market. So long as it seems impos- 
sible to prevent poaching without sending 
the entire American navy to the Northern 
Pacific, and so long as it is equally impos- 
sible to make any arrangements which 


Great Britain and Canada will respect, the 


shortest and most practical method of get- 
ting rid of the Bering Sea question would 
seem to be the getting rid of the seals them- 
selves. 


THE N. W. AND HER ENEMY. 

‘The New Woman, like the-first new wom- 
an in Eden, is making a lot of frouble just 
now. She has put off the old man, as the 
Scripture instructed her to do, and is trying 
to manage herself without his help or any- 
body’s. Sometimes she succeeds pretty 
well, it must be confessed; but more often 
she only gets herself disliked, and no profit 
in the bargain. The difficulty is that she 
can’t tell N. N. E. from S. W. by 8. She 
thinks the compass is a kind of watch that 
needs winding. She is perfectly willing to 
climb the rigging, but she doesn't know the 
ropes, and the consequence is that she is 
more than likely to be on the wrong tack 
most of the time. She can’t calculate the 
latitude and longitude, and she confuses port 
with starboard. No wonder the ship goes 
astray. No wonder the New Woman is all 
at sea. 

For example (but here we must drop the 
metaphor), one N. W. out in Kansas has re- 


fused point blank to darn her husband's | 


socks and to sew his buttons on. She has 
also become a believer in “Christian Sci- 
ence.” Naturally her husband has brought 
suit for divorce. Another N. W. up in Wis- 
consin, whose husband had formulated rules 
for her deportment, concluded that they were 
too strict, and relieved her feelings by horse- 
whipping him. Her husband has not yet 
sought divorce, but she has been sufficiently 
punished. It has been published that she fs 
Mrs. Carroll of Janesville. A third N. W. 
named Mary Johnson, who was employed as 
typewriter in elawyer’s office in Rochester, 
N. Y., wore bloomers to and at her work. 
When the lawyer came in and had fainted 
and recovered she was discharged. The N. 
W. in Norwich, N. V., have caused the or- 
ganization of an “anti-bloomer brigade” of 
young men, who have taken oath that they 
will erase the N. W.’s names from their vis- 
iting lists. In Freeport, L. I., eighteen N. 
W. in bloomers tried to play a game of base- 
ball, but were prevented by the authorities 
and were hustled away in disgrace. A Penn- 
Sylvania N. W., who spent so much time in 
newwomaning that she could not learn to 
cook, came within an ace of hanging. Her 
father and her husband had a rope around 
her neck and were pulling it over a rafter 
when her brother broke in and saved her life. 
In West Chester, Pa., the male members of 
a congregation of Quakers voted to remove 
the partition that separated men from wom- 
en in the meeting-house, The N. W. declined 
to permit the change to be made. They do 
not seem to have suffered by reason of their 
contumacy until you reflect that the result of 
it was that they were deprived of the happi- 
ness of seeing and smiling at the men. 

These are only a few of the multitudinous 
instances of excitement and folly in the N. 
W. But they are enough to show how the 
tide is running. The N. W. is evidently 
“possessed,” and there is no telling how far 
She will go. But some day she will come to 
her senses and find herself shunned by the , 
scared men and helpless. And then the N. 
W. will again don skirts and resume the tac- 
tics of agreeable deception which men enjoy 
so much, and which have been so variously 
useful to her through all the centuries. 


LIQUOR WON THE VICTORY. 

A well-informed London correspondent of 
a New York paper denies the correctness 
of the statement that the recent overwhelm- 
ing defeat of the Liberals was due to their 
falsity to the interests of “organized labor“ 
and of the proletariat. While the working- 
men did vote for Tory candidates, it was not 
because there had been a failure on the part 
of. the Liberal party to legislate in their be- 
half or a refusal to do more for them if kept 
in power. Speaking of what has already 
been done the correspondent says: 

Whatever the political or economic wisdom of 
the great measures passed or proposed by the Lib- 
eral party they were uniformly in behalf of work- 
ingmen. The parish councils act would practically 
give them control of local affairs almost every- 
where—of local taxation, of sanitary reforms, of 
public holdings, of the disposition of poor moneys. 
The act took all these matters out of the hands of 
the landlords and parsons—that is, if tie prole- 
tariat cared to exercise the new franchise for 
their own candidates. ‘ 

The employers’ liability act was passed at the 

instance of all the great labor unions and organiza- 
tions. The factory act, minimizing the evils of 
labor in manufactories, was a gift of the Liberal 
party to the working people only a fortnight ar 
so before the election. 
In addition to that the last budget, with 
its heavier death duties and other measures 
of a similar nature which were looked on by 
some as a concession to Socialism, added 
greatly to the taxation of the very rich, and 
reduced correspondingly that of the labor- 
ing classes. 

Then the Liberals had put down on their 
program further measures almost revolu- 
tionary in their character for the benefit of 
the poorer classes of Great Britain.. They 
mad offered the disestablishment of the 
church in Wales to a people more than half 
of whom were non-conformists. And they 
had pledged themselves to the abolition of 
the veto power of the House of Lord’, which 
is a barrier in the way of nearly every re- 
form. 

Yet in spite of what the party had done 
and of what it had promised to do, the work- 
ingmen in London and other cities and in the 
great manufacturing districts of Lancashire 
and Yorkshire voted with the Tories and the 
landlords. There were heavy Liberal losses 
in Wales even. The workingmen voted as 
they did, though they ought to have known 
that the party now in power will think itself 
justified in repealing much of what has been 
done for the laboring classes and preventing 


the adoption of any reforms for years to 


come. 


Home rule was not the cause of this 


change of front on the part of the constitu- 
encies. The Irish question was hardly men- 
tioned on either side, The Liberal leaders 
attribute their defeat to another and more 


| living issue. That is, the liquor question. 


Their party had committed Itself to the pas- 
sage of a bill giving to a two-thirds majority 


in any election constituency the power to 


close all the saloons therein. In this coun- 


try that is known as local option and only a 


majority vote is required to shut up the 


| dramshops. And while the proposed meas- | 


ure was attacked bitterly in England be- 
cause no provision Was to be made for com- 
who might be 
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vored it. And yet the trades union leaders 
and the walking deleg were so much 
more attached to the cause of liquor than 
to that of the workingmen that they stabbed 
the Liberal candidates in many districts 
by running labor candidates 
or by getting their followers to vote the Tory 
No men could show themselves more 
devoid of principle or gratitude than they 
did. 

’ This.coalition of the Bstablished Church 
and of the liquor interests makes a very 
strong combination. As long as the work- 
ingmen think more of beer than they do 
of reform legislation the Tories will be in- 
vincible, 


INCREASE THE BEER TAX. 
The government receipts were less than 
the expenses in July and have been less dur- 
ing the first third of the present month. 
Unless there is an improvement speedily 
Congress will have to make provision for 
additional revenue this winter. In view of 
this fact, and recognizing the impossibility 
of an increase of tariff duties so long as Mr. 
Cleveland is President, ex-Senator Mander- 
son of Nebraska says that— a 

In view of the difference in policy between the 
administration and Congress there is a very im- 
ited Reid of action. It seems to me since the fail- 
ure of the income tax that probably the best thing 
that can be done is to pass a stamp act. There is 
a sentimental objection to this on account of our 
early revolutionary history, but, altogether, it is 
about the best tax to meet the present emergency. 
Anywhere from $25,000,000 to $50,000,000, accord- 
ing to the seope of the law, ‘could be raised from 
such a tax, 

The revolutionary sentimental objection 
cuts no figure in the case. The great objec- 
tion of the colonists to the stamp taxes was 
that they were imposed without their con- 
sent. At a later day, when money was need- 
ed to crush a great rebellion, the Americans 
voted stamp taxes to which those of George 
the Third were a bagatelle. It is because 
those taxes were war taxes, falling directly 
on the business of the country, that the peo- 
ple do not want to see them reimposed now. 
They prefer to keep those methods of rais- 
ing money for an emergency. . 

The simplest, cheapest, and least aggra- 
vating way of providing for the needs of 
the Treasury is-to double the tax on beer, 
making it $2 on every thirty-one gallons. 
That will add over thirty millions yearly 
‘to the revenues, but will add nothing to the 
cost of collection. Nor will the cost of a 
glass of beer be increased or the contents 
diminshed, For the extra dollar will 
amount to only a fifth of a cent on the glass, 
and that will be paid by saloonkeepers and 
brewers out of their superabundant profits. 

At present spirits pay $1.25 a gallon. If 
this be taken as a basis the beer tax is dis- 
proportionately low. For while thirty gal- 
lons of beer, containing, gay, 5 per cent of 
alcohol, pay a dollar, one galion of spirits, 
containing 50 per cent of alcohol, pays a 
dollar and a quarter. On the alcohol basis 
the beer tax should be about four times what 
it is now. Again, the whisky tax is about 
600 per cent on the prime Cost of the article. 
The beer tax, when beer is selling at the 
usual price, is only about 15 per cent on the 
cost of the product... . 

If the tan an Bees Wars Redtiled there exit 
might be reason to say it was too low., Those 
who use heavily taxed alcohol in the arts 
and manufactures might say the same 
thing. But the brewers would have no right 
to complain. They would get off easily and 
could not say they had been treated with 
injustice. So, by all means, double the beer 
tax, and do not reimpose she war taxes of 
thirty years ago. 


INTERVIEWS with several prominent mem- 
bers of the Methodist Church in this city in- 
dicate the growth of a feelihg that the long 
standing time limit” ought to be abolished.

So it was 
desirable to keep them on the move, to pre- 
vent any one of them from talking to the 
same set of hearers so jong that they would 
come to regard him a& telling the same old 
story over and over again and finally lose 
interest in hearing him talk at all. Very 
many of those preachers did not even pos- 
sess the variety of material at the command 
of a Chureh of England vicar described in 
Hill’s Village Dialogues, who had a collec- 
tion of fifty-two sermons, every one of which 
had been heard twenty-two times by a farmer 
who attended his church that number of 
years, But now the times have changed. 
The average Methodist minister is as well 
educated us his Baptist, Congregational, or 
Episcopal brother, and is just as much en- 
titled as they are to stay several years in 
one place if the people to whom he ministers 
desire him to do so. Probably it would. be 
for the best interests of the Methodist 
churches to rescind the time limit rule, with 
reappointment each year as a condition of 
being allowed to remain.

“TO RELIEVE the demand, make money 
no more desirable than other property” is 
the recipe for good times offered by the 
author of “Coin’s’’ fake pamphlet. It is 
only a quack remedy, as is evi- 
dent to any one who will take the 
trouble to look at the normal conditions 


under which “other property is bought 


with money and sold for money. It all de- 
pends on the ratio between the property 
value and the price named as to which is 
the most desirable. Take the case of a 
piece of real estate which is generally sup- 
posed by those who understand the matter 
to be worth about $5,000. ‘The owner would 
not be willing to sell it for $4,000, but would 
be glad to sell for $6,000. When $6,000 is 
spoken of as, a price the money is more de- 
Sirable than the land, and when $4,000 is 
named as a price the land is more desirable 
than the money. Now suppose the gener- 
ally accepted value of that land were 
doubled by the application of Harvey’s 
rule for raising values, it is easy to see that 
when $12,000 was named as a price for it 
the money would be more desirable than the 
land, while when $8,000 was named as a 
price the land would be more desirable 


than the money. There would be no change 


of relative desirability, only as to amount, 
caused by increasing the volume of the cur- 
rehey ten or twenty times, and if Harvey's 
claim be true, that the prices of things in- 
crease in corresponding ratio with the vol- 
ume of money, then the greater volume 
‘would do no more business, buy no more 
bread or fuel, clothing, or house rent than 
could be done with the smaller volume on 
the lower scale of prices.

Writer in Demorest’s Magazine Offers 
Women Some Good Advice Tells Them 
They Are Too. Much Inclined to Take 
Medicine and Too Heedless of Physical 
Exercise<jGymnastic Work Not Only 
Repairs Tissue but Prevents Fatigue 
Also Stimulates Mental Powers. 

American women are beginning to be 
aware of the value of physical training; they 
take vastly better care of themselves than 
formerly, says Elizabeth Flint Wade in the 

Demorest Magazine. They have better ac- 

quaintance with hygienic laws and hold them 


mm higher esteem, but they have not yet fully 


learned to apply them personally. Are not 
the majority of our women, especially in 
town and city, physieally weak? Thorough- 
ly healthy, hearty women are not common 
among us. Ask the family physician and he 
will indoree this statement to an extent most 
of us would not have believed. At present 
the number of cases of nervous prostration 
and insanity is larger than at any previous 
history of the country. 

The truth is, we are too much inclined to 
take a trip into the country of pills asa 
short cut to health, quite forgetting to take 
warning by the suffering woman mentidned 
in Seripture who had spent her money in 
vain on many physicians and was “ nothing 
better, only worse.“ 

„We cannot buy health, we must deserve 
it;“ and this most desirable of earthly biess- 
ings may be gained by a regular and uni- 
form development of the body by judicious 
exercise. The- theory of the advantage to 
be derived from systematic exercise is sim- 
ple enough, for the law of nature provides 
that within certain limits parts of the hu- 
man frame increase in strength, aptitude, 
and size, according to the use made of them. 
In gymnastic exercise this law is brought to 
bear successively onthe whole system in 
combined action. Exercise alone, of pho 
clements and agents of growth, can 
garded in an educational light, and is capa- 
ble of being systematized and administercd 
as a means of bodily culture. 

A proper amount of exercise calls into ac- 
tion every function of the body to perform 
its work. It is exercise that feeds the mus- 
cles, replenishes the blood vessels, Bie lights 
the fires that burn away impurities. It 
clears a clogged brain and a cloudy mind, a 
brooding mood and an ill temper. It arouses 
all the recuperative power of the system— 
restorative energy, so-called—and thus does 
even more than supply waste, it increases 
the power of assimulation and creates 
strength. 

All exercise, the physiologist tells us, uses 
up a certain amount of the strength of the 
tissues, but the stimulation to the recupera- 
tive powers not only repairs the waste, but 
prevents fatigue, and, to speak figuratively, 
keeps the whole ingtrument keyed up to the 
proper pitch. While it is very necessary to 
stimulate this power it is of greater import- 
ance not to exhaust it, for it is the fountain 
of health, strength, even life itself, and its 
exhaustion is harder to repair than the pri- 
mary evil in whose relief our overzeal some- 
times leads us to go too far. 

True education is to train the physical and 
mental powers to accommodate themselves 
to the demands of life. “‘ Nature,” says 
Herbert Spencer, “is a strict accountant, 
and if we demand of her more than she is 
prepared to lay out she balances the account 
by making a deduction elsewhere.” 

“Keep the watch wound, lest the dark 
rust assalleth.“ There is one advantage of 
the use of physical culture as a preventive 
medicine which should commend itself 
specially to women. It not only lengthens 
life but it preserves life; for you remember 
Hood’s old lady, who, free from decrepitude,

SAY THEY SELL LIQUOR IN EVANSTON. 
Satoonkeeners Are Arrested, for Violating 
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LEASED BY JUSTIOn SOHABEFER 

His. Honor Decides That Magistrote Ma- 
thews Did Just Right in Interfpring in 
the Arrest of Prisoners, for ch He 
Himself Was Brought Within . 


with a Boquet by the Women qf River- 
dale—Exciting Times in Harvey. 


Justice Schaeffer's court at Riverdale was 
filled yesterday morning with a gathering of 
ot Harvey Wets and “ Drys,”’ who had as- 
sem bled to hear the decision of the Justice in 
the case or the People vs. Jonathan Mathews, 
Mayor of Harvey. 

The charge was the unlawful releasing of 
prisoners from the City Jail at Harvey, and 
also attempting to rescue said prisoners from 
Thornton officials who had rearrested them. 
At 10 o’clock the case was called and the Jus- 
tige read a lengthy opinion, the purport of 
which was an acquittal, on the grounds of 
illegal commitment, of the two men, James 
Mackey and Patrick Kane, who were sent to 
the City Jail without a mittimus. The Jus- 
tice held, and cited the case of Trustees vs. 
Schroeder in 58 III. in support of his posi- 
tion, that a verbal commitment was ineuffi- 
cient. In the matter of illegal attempt to res- 
cue the two men from the constable who had 
seized them as they emerged from the jail, the 
Justice said the commitment to the jail being 
illegal a new warrant was essential to consti- 
tute lawful holding of the prisoners, since the 
men were in the act of committing no crime 
when again seized by the Thorntan officers. 
Again, if such rearrest had been legal then 
the questio& arises: Did this defendant, Jon- 
athan Mathews, assist in the attempt at re- 
leasing the prisoners? The court declared the 
conflicting testimony on this all-important 
point made it uncertain in his mind that 
Mayor Mathews had taken any part in such 
attempt, and for this reason he felt that the 
evidence would not warrant him in holding 
the accused, He therefore ordered his dis- 
charge. 

This acquittal of the Mayor practically set- 
tled the cases of Chief of Police Alexander 
and Patrolman Ott. Ex-Judge Longenecker 
suggested for prosecution that the re- 
maining two cases be submitted on 
the evidence already in, and Attor- 
ney Melville for the defense, having 
accepted, the cases were so submitted, and 
Justice Schaeffer after a brief consideration 
announced that inasmuch as the Chief. of Po- 
lice was carrying out the orders of his supe- 
rior, the Mayor, and such orders bemg of a 
lawful nature he would order Alexander’s 
discharge. The fact of Patroiman Ott havmg 
used his club somewhat freely militated 
against his chances of freedom somewhat, 
but the Justice finally concluded he would 
let him go, too.“ In explaining the matter 
afterwards to Ott the Justice said ; 

* I was a littie uncertain about you at first, 
but as soon as 1 considered that you were 
doing nothing illegal in assisting the Chief in 
arresting the constable, you certainly had a 
right to use your club if necessity demand- 
ed it.“ 

There was great rejoicing and a liberal 
agar one J of Justice Schaeffer’s bar by 
the frien and supporters of Mayor 
Mathews, who regard their leader as 
a much persecuted individual and declare 
this acquittal is the forerunner of a series 
of victories, should the courts be called upon 
by the opposition in its attempt to shut out 
the iicoming saloon. 

While the court-room was rapidly empty- 
ing, the Mayor approached Miss Lucy Page 
Gastdn, the bete noir of the administration, 
and incidentally editor of the prohibition or- 
gan of Harvey, and asked her how she liked 
the verdict. 

Well.“ said Mies Gaston, we want only 
justice. 

No, you don’t,” thundered the Mayor, 
„you want to persecute, judging from the arti-

CALLS IT AN OUTRAGE ON “DECENCY.” 


Goggin Scores Police for Taking Scantily- 
Dressed Women Through Streets. 


A dozen scantily clad women from the | 


levee district were in Judge Goggin’s court 
yesterday on a petition for. writs of habeas 
corpus in their respective cases. They had 
each been fined $20 and costs by Justice 
Richardson of the Armory Police Court 
earlier in the day. 

The charges against tho women was exposure 
at the windows where they resided, and the 
police who made the raid thought it would 
be the best of evidence to bring them into 
court just as they were found, 

Judge Goggin, however, took a different 
view of the case-and reprimanded Capt. Koch 
hlin for allowing their officers 
to perpetrate what he termed an outrage on 
public decency in carting a lot of half-naked 
women through the crowded thoroughfares 
of the city. 

** L don’t believe,” said Judge Goggin, it 
was good policy to take these women through 
the public streets. Cook County hires men 
to commit murder and it is no wonder that 
the Chinese don’t want Christian missionaries 
sent to them. Chicago does not propose to 
be behind the country in brutality. next 
time a thing like this is done ask the Civic 
Federation for paper sacks to cover the 
prisoners.“ 

The police officers protested they were only 
doing their duty in the matter. 

Ido not think,“ said the court, the po- 
lice intend to be brutal. If these women ex- 
pose themselves on public streets, get out 
warrants and take them into the po court 
and have them fined. If they dome here 1 
will send theth to the bridewell. 1 want all 
these women to remember that. If they are 
arrested on warrants for improper conduct on 
the streets they will be sent to the bridewell if 
they come here.“ 

The court said, however, in viev of all the 
circumstances he would grant the writs asked 
for by the petitioners they were allowed 
to go. 2

DEMOORATIO LIBRABY BUREAU 18 
FORMED BY BZN OABLE 


This Organization of the Sound Money Fac- 
tion Is Organized to Educute the Party 
Followers on Free Silver and Other Po- 
litical Subjects=News Comes from For- 
eign Lands That John F. Hopkins Has 
Deserted the Coinage Cause=Hinrich- 
sen Goes to Washington, 

Ben Cable, the Democratic National com- 
mitteeman for Illinois, bobbed up with his 
conference yesterday two days ahead of 
time. It was held at the Great«Northern 
Hotel and resulted in the birth of a Demo- 
cratic Literary Bureau of the State of IIli- 
nois. 

With all this came the glad tidings that ex- 
Mayor John P. Hopkins while abroad has 
experienced a change of heart. He is no 
longer for free silver. This announcement 
was made by no less an authority than ex- 
Corporation Counsel John Mayo Palmer, 
and Mr. Cable's little gathering, like the 
wise men of old, saw a light in the east and 
there was great rejoicing. 

The infant organization that came into the 
world yesterday is a little weak yet and 
without à cradle, but R. E. Spangler has 
been delegated to find a headquarters and 
take the necessary steps for the commence- 
ment of operations. The bureau is under 
the direct supervision of a committee com- 
posed of Benjamin T. Cable of Rock Island, 
ex-Judge James Hoblit of Lincoln, W. 8. 
Forman of East St. Louis, Charles A. Ewing 
of Decatur, Joseph E. Page of Jerseyville, 
Adams A. Goodrich and R. J. Smith of Chi- 
cago. It will do what it can to head off the 
free silver movement and advance Demo- 
cratic principles. Maybe some of its mem- 
bers will get a chance to go to the national 
convention, 

There was more or less of an air of mys- 
tery about the conference. It has been 
known for a week or two that Ben Cable, 
who has been giving more time recently 
smiling on Alaska scenery than on Illinois 
politicians, was due about the middle of the 
month, and a meeting of some kind was 
scheduled, but the grand work of educating 
the voters of Illinois to adopt the Demo- 
cratic faith was not suspected. 

From all that could be learned after the 
meeting adjourned this bureau was origi- 
nally only intended as a side issue. Com- 
mitteeman Cable and some of his colahorers 
came here with the idea of planting the 
seed for a new State organization. It may 
be that he has, for no one will be able to 
tell what he has done later. Cable has start- 
ed in with as much courage as he displayed 
when he led the Ann Arbor students fifteen 
years ago when they cleaned out Fore- 
paugh’s circus, ?,

| Mistake of the Machine. 

“ The leaders of the Democratic machine 
in Chicago realize they have made a mis- 
take,” ssaid the Postmaster.

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PREPARING FOR POLICE WAR AT OMAHA. - 


— Masttbated 1 Oficial 
: Constantly on Duty. 

Omaha, Neb., Aug. 12.—It now looks as if 

a conflict is inevitable between the Omaha 
police force and the A. P. A. faction, which 
claims authority under a recent law to ap- 
point a new police force. Last night indica- 
tions were that a compromise was probable, 
but the efforts of citizens who deplore the 
present strife to persuade the A. P. A. to 
submit the controversy to the Supreme 
Court were of no avail. 
The A. P. A. board is appointing its force 
tonight and assert they will take possession 
of the.city property by foree.

An assaulting party 
would have to come by one of these two 
entrances, and when they attempted this 
twenty-five policemen would be on hand 
to give them a warm reception. 

The police are armed with their clubs and 
short handles, such as are used in pickaxes 
and every one of them hasarevolver. There 
are only fifteen patrolmen doing duty on the 
streets of the city, the rest of the regular 
day force and some from the dog-watch 
being used to protect the headquarters and 
the City Hall. :

CLANCY’S BODY IN THE PICKLING VAT. 


Discovery of the Missing Toledo Man in a 
Medical College. 

Ann Arbor, Mich., Aug. 12.—[{Special.]— 
The body of Frank Clancy has been found. 
Coroner Ball has for several days suspected 
that the body upon which physicians held 
a post-mortem Saturday was not the body of 
the man who came from Toledo a week ago 
only to die unknown and uncared for at the 
county poorhouse. 

This morning he went alone to an ana- 
tomical laboratory at the medical college 
and demanded of the attendant a full exam- 
ination of the bodies in the pickling vats. 
The attendant demurred, but the Coroner 
gained his point and found deep sunk in the 
brine the body of Frank Clancy. 

Old Doc Naegel, the attendant at the med- 
ical college for over forty years, had substi- 
tuted for Clancy’s body that of a man named 
Hudgins, who died a natural death recently 
in the Detroit work house. Naegel evident- 
ly feared that the college might lose a good 
subject if friends should find Clancy's body 
in the college, and so showed them the wrong 
body, expecting the whole matter to blow 
8 as soon as they failed to identify the 

ody. 

However, they took ther body to be that 
of Clancy's nearest friend, John Stevens, 
Who had accompanied him from their home 
in Kalamazoo to Toledo in his search for his 
faithless wife. Stevens is still missing, and 
the question now to be answered is how did 
Clancy meet his mysterious death. 

Acquaintances of Clancy and Stevens be- 
lieve that the two men met Pat Boyle and 
Mrs. Clancy in Toledo, were decoyed into a 
trap, drugged, and set adrift, Clancy to wan- 
der to Ann Arbor and to die, the other man 
to meet death at a place still unknown. 

Boyle and the woman, under the name of 
James Dillen and wife, have suddenly left 
Toledo and cannot be found. A post-mortem 
over the body of Clancy was held this after- 
noon, and the inquest will occur Wednesday.

REILLY EXPLAINS THE MORAN CASE. 


Arrangements Have Been Made by the 
City to Care for Diphtheria. 

Dr. M. C. Moran, No. 231 Milwaukee 
avenue, and Dr. Reilly of the City Health 
Board, do not dgree as to the duties of the 
board. Dr. Moran was called to attend 
Katie and Mamie Bernkiau in the basement 
flat at No. 193 West Erie street. He found 
both patients suffering with malignant diph- 
theria and deemed it advisable to have both 
removed to the County Hospital at once. He 
complained that the clerk at the office of the 
City Board of Heaith telephoned him that the 
removal was a matter for the attention of the 
county authorities, that the city had nothing 


to do with it. Neighbors raised the necessary | 


funds to have the patients taken to the Coun- 
ty Hospital and Dr. Moran entered complaint 
against the action of the Board of Health. 
Dr. Reilly. who is in charge of the Depart- 
ment of Health during the absence of Com- 
missioner Kerr, said yesterday: A 

The City of Chicago makes no provision 
for the care of any persons suffering irom 
contagious disease except smallpox. In diph- 
theria and other contagious diseases the only 
duty incumbent upon the city is to placard 
the premises and disinfect them. We have no 
ambulance for patients outside of our small- 
pox ambulances. Commissioner Kerr, how- 
ever, at niy suggestion, has directed that one 
of the smailpox ambulances be rebuiit for the 
care of other contagious patients, and their 
prompt removal to the County Hospital when 
deemed hecessary. This work will be done 
without authority and from the promptings 
of common humanity. Dr. Moran’s appeal 
for a removal of his patients should have been 
made to the County Hospital. Had our am- 
bulance been completed we would have re- 
sponded to the call. 

“T have this morning sent the disinfector 
to the Bernklau home. I have aleo ordered 
the foreman of the barn to hold a carriage in 
readiness to respond to calls of a similar 
character until the ambulance comes out of 
the shop.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Rhode Island has a star record with the in- 
surance companies. For twenty-six years its loss 
ratio has averaged only 32.9 per cent. Add the 
customary 35 per cent for management expenses 
and it makes a total of but 67.9 per cent, leaving 
a profit of upwards of 32 per cent annually for the 
companies. On the other hand, Vermont’s record 
for eighteen years is 107.1, in place of Rhode 
Island's 67.9. Consequently Vermont is not in 
favor with the insurance companies. In fact, 
some of the best have withdrawn rather than suffer 
this constant loss which has been going on. Ver- 
mont's rate is high, but not high enough. Rhode 
Island's rate is low, but not as low as its loss 
ratio warrants. A part of the profits on Rhode 
Island's business goes to pay the loss on Vermont. 
Rhode Island, in other words, helps pay for Ver- 
mont's insurance. That Rhode Island should pro- 
test against doing it is natural, and a dis- 
cussion is going on in Rhode Island over the 
question of fire insuranee by the State.“ Ver- 
mont, doubtless, doesr’t care for it as long as Hut- 
side concerns are willing to pay more than they 
from the State. But Rhode Island cares 


, enough about it to consider it; as is shown by the 


fact that recently a paper upon that subject was 
read before the Business-Men’s Association of 
Newport by Charles Acton Ives, who not only 
favors fire insurance by the State, but has pre- 
pared the outline of ari act to accomplish it. 

He began his paper by quoting from ghe report 
of the Rhode Island Insurance Commissioner_to 
show the total premiums received by the fire in- 
surance companies legally entitled to do business 
in that State in 1803 were $4,272,049, and that the 
total losses paid were $1,769,782, the difference 
being $2,502,267. He cites further figures to the 
*ffect that while the stock companies received in 
premiums in 1893 $111,608,742, they paid for losses 
but $76,520,210. The cost for brokerage, fees. 
salaries, office charges; and other running ex- 
penses for the same year he gives as $37,778,657. 

This cost is compared with the cost of running 
the mutual companies to the great advantage of 
the latter, and to further clinch his argument that 
the expense of running the stock companies is far 
too great a burden, the author of the paper shows 
what an enormous sum has been taken from the 
channels of individual saving and wealth and 
comfort for the benefit of those who do our insur- 
ance business for us The reference in this 
quotation is to invested assets, which, aside from 
the capital stock of $44,000,000, amount to $167,- 
000,000 in the old-line companies, as figures of the 
companies are given to show. It is also shown 
that the average annual dividend of all the stock 
companies now doing business, since their organ- 
— not including stock dividends, is 83 per; 
cent. ‘ 

These facts are considered sufficient ground dy 
the author of the paper in question for Rhode 
Island to proceed to go into the fire insurance
